, Sorrow in the Senate. 

Washington, January 22.—The an- 
nceuncement of the death of Queen Vic- 
torla today conveyed unofficially to the 
senate was recognized by that body by 
the adoption of an appropriate resolution 
which was ordered to be engrossed and 
forwarded to the prime minister of Great 
Britain.

T is well to cast a brief glance at the 
| new ruler of Great Britain aad of her

Of 
hig personality much more is kuown than

There are few more 
frequent and attentive lNisteners to the 
debates in parliament; but whether he 
leans toward the conservatives or toward 
the libérals, whether he favors the 
nationalist cause in Ireland or that of the 
Orangemen, whether he prefers an un- 
Merstanding with France to one with 
Germany, or vice versa, mo one can say. 
Opinions and preference he must have. 
But he has never uttered a word which 
could furnish any positive indication of 
his persona] feelings upon any of these 
subjects—save one. 

That one is his belief in an understand- 
ing between his country and the United 
States. And he may be relied upon, 
therefore, to continue the course pursued 
by his mother from the very outset of 
her reign, namely, the development of 
sentiments of friendship and of unity be- 
tween the two great English speaking 
nations, who are bound together by ties 
of kinship, by community of speech, of 
jurisprudence and of character—that is 
to say, by ties far more lasting than 
mere treaties, made to be broken. 

Albert Edward has never forgotten his 
memorable visit to the United States, 
and, although déebarred by the spirit of 
the constitution from political action in 
prompting intermational good will be- 
tween England and America, he has con- 
tributed in no smal] measure to the pleas- 
ant understanding between the two na- 
tions in a social way.. From the time of 
his marriage he has been the leading 
figure in’ English society, and to a great 
extent its arbiter, the queen delegating 
to him what may be described as the so- 
cial duties and prerogatives of the crown. 


Possessed of unrivaled and unfailing 
tact, of an extremely level head and of 
an altogether unique knowledge of the 
world, the prince’s position has until now 
endowed him with a social power su- 
perior to that enjoyed by any continental 
sovereign. It is no exaggeration to as- 
gert that he has been able to make or 
mar socially any man or woman in Eng- 
land, without regard to their nationalty, 
to an extent which not even the auto- 
crat of all the Russias can equal. 

This power the prince has administer- 
ed both wisely and well, and, above all, 
he has used it to demonstrate in a very 
marked degree the extent to which he 
shares his mother’s sentiments of deep 
‘aus profound friendship toward the 
Caited States by welcoming into English 
society the people of this country. To 
him belongs the credit of first drawing 
the attention of the great world in the 
United Kingdom and on the continent of 
Europe to the advantages which society 
would derive from admitting Americans 
within its portals. He may be said to 
have been the first royal personage tO 
discever and to appreciate the charm 
the brilliancy of the American woman 
and the pleasure to be derived from in- 
tercourse with a well bred and clever 
American man. In the beginning the 
prince met with a good deal of opposi- 
tion, even among his own countrymen. 
At one moment, indeed, there was some- 
thing very much akin to an incipient re- 
volt against his authority as the arbiter 
of society, aroused by what was declared

to be his intolerable predilection for the 
society of Americans. _His London restl- 
dence was nicknamed the “Whitt 
House.”’ But the prince soon bore down 
all oRposition, and continued to play the 
role of pilot to the sens an® daughters of 
Uncle Sam in the. old world. In fact, 
throughout his sotfaf reign: which has 
lasted for nearly two score years, he has 
never neglected apy opportunity of fur- 
thering in a social sense his mother’s po- 
litical views in the direction of the estab- 
lishment.of bonds of loyal and 
close endship between the United 
States and Great Britain, and may there- 
Tore be relied upon ag regent and as king 
to retain the attainmént‘of this worthy 
object as the keynote and guiding prin- 
ciple of hig cafeer, 

While in most countries the conclusion 
of a reign of such length and importance 
as that of Queen Victoria would be 
fraught with most serious apprehensions 
with regard to the future, the people of 
the British empire can view without fear 
the accession of a new ruler to supreme 
tee! in the person of the prince of 

ales. 


Few scions of royalty have lived in a 
gerater glare of publicity, or have beén 
more continuously subjected to the 
watchful and critical eye of the people, 
and the result of this observation has 
been to render Albert Edward one of the 
most popular princes on record, not only 
in England but likewise abroad. True, 
he is no saint, and is the last person in 
the world to wish to be set up on a pin- 
nacle ag such. He is subject to the same 
weaknesses, frailties and errors of one 
kind or another as ordinary mortals. His 
morals are neither better nor worse than 
those of the majority of his countrymen, 
and it is precisely this fact which en- 
dears him to them. The sympathy thus 
established between Albert Edward and 
his rveople “contrasts strongly with the 
unpopularity of his father, whose blame- 
less behavior was generally regarded by 
the English as a reflection upon their 
own conduct. His faults are neither very 
grave nor very numerous. They are of 
the class so pleasantly described by the 
French as “‘les petits’’ vices, constituting 
the Rembrandt shading calculated to 
bring the very attractive points of his 
character into greater prominence. They 
are the result not of any evil instincts, 
but of the generous temperament and 
warm heart of Queen Victoria’s eldest 
son. 

The English people are indebted to the 
prince for many ‘reforms brought about 
by him in his role as social arbiter, and 
which afford an excellent indication of 
hig character, It is, thanks to him, for in- 
stance, that hard drinking and coarse- 
nesg of language have gone out of fash- 
ion. When he was ga boy it was consider- 
ed bad form for a gentleman to retire to 
rest otherwise than intoxicated, while 
almost every phrase spoken was embel- 
lished with appalling blasphemy. And if 
a higher tone of morality and a greater 
sense of propriety now prevail than in 
the earlier haif of the last.century, it is 
in @ ereat measure due to the unobtru- 
sive, but very excellent, care which the 
prince takes to keep out of society those 
who have forefeited their rights to re- 
main within its;pale. He is as ready as 
any other votary pf pleasure to meet 
them in the sphere to which they have 
descended, and to treat them with kind- 
ness and consideration. But. he will not 
tolerate their presence in houses that are 
respectable, and takes quiet means to 
eliminate them therefrom. It is due to 
him also that all the ijl feeling toward 
tne Jewish race disappeared, and 
that Hebrews, who in the earlier days of 
the Victorian era were not even admitted 
to the full rights and privileges of ordi- 
nary citizepship, are now to be found 
occupyjng seats in the house of lords, 
and in the front rank of the most smart, 
aristocratic and exclusive circles of so- 
ciety.—Ex-attache, in New York Tribune. 
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SET THE FORMER PRINCE. 
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NOW KING, KEPT NEAR HIM 


HREE ladies in society,’ said 
the prince of Wales at the last 
academy banquet, alluding to the

by Sargent.: The wunfastidious phrase 
rather stuck in people’s throats. Anyway 
it raises the question, what is society in 

England? In ‘the techincal sense of the 
term it consists of the people who go to 
court—who are “‘presented’”’ at the quéeen’s 
drawing rooms and the prince’g levees; 
who write their names at Buckingham 
palace and at Marlborough house; who 
go into court mourning on propér occa- 
gions, and who thus qualify as candidates 
for the queen’s garden parties, state con- 
certs and state balls. 

The definition is, of course, only approx- 
imate; for there are some people who, on 
this account and that, keep away from 
court and are yet great entertainers, with 
names that figure familiarly in all other 
lists of fashion—are “society beauties’’ 
even. Centrariwise, there are presenta- 
tions at court of the wives and daughters 
of city magnates, of ladies from the 
provinces, of New York belles merely 
passing through Lordon who do not in 
common parlance telong to London sg0- 
ciety. Disraeli, a master of definitions, 
did not get much nearer the mark when 
he said that there were three introduc- 
tions to society—birth, genius or a mil- 
lion. Obviously some of the best born 
people in England are too dowdy by dis- 
positiom or too restricted in means to én- 
ter society actively. Men of genius 
might, no doubt, be in society, if. men 
of genius did not find society too dull. 
The Disraelian rule of three hardly works 
out in contemporery English society. 
George Meredith has never been to court; 
Stevenson never went; Carlyle and Dar- 
win are as unimaginable in court dress 
as Emerson or Hawthorn As for wo- 
men of genius, George Eliot would not 
have been received at court had she pre- 
sented herself, and she never went into 
society with a large “S” except once, 
when the Goschens asked her to come 
with George Lewes to an evening party 
to meet the Empress Frederick, whose 
admiration of Strauss induced her to _ 
out for Strauss’s English translator. Aliso 
present on that occasion’ was Tennyson, 
to whom a court suit, when he became 
laureate, had been as much a trouble as 
it was to Wordsworth, when that poet 
donned plumes borrowed from Rogers. 
Lord and Lady Wolseley, too, e there, 
' “Garnet,” said the lady to hér husband 
as they drove home, “we may be stupid, 
put at any rate we're clean.” 

Perhaps the lady spoke better than she 
knew. “Stupid, but clean” is not a bad 
definition of the society qualifications. 
“Good society,’’ then, has at least this 
merit—that it cannot be reduced to a for- 
mula, : . 

So much needs to be said by way of 
preface to any attempt to define “the 
prince's set." A society so great as that 
of London is of necessity broken into 
sets. There is a fast set and there is a 
slow set; a military set and a sporting 
set; and half a score sets that cannot 
easily be labeled, grouped by association 
with this or that county, or by family 
relationships, or by political, religious or 
philanhfYopic' sympathy. Only ple 
who believe that ail “the West ’ of 


London is covered with palaces will sup- 
pose that all people in society know each 
other. They do not even jostle each other 
on the stair cases of common friends. 
But out of all these various worlds the 
prince of Wales has the opportunity of 
selection. He can know everybody: and 
his bowing acquaintance is actually the 
largest in the world. Still, nobody would 
think of associating him with Lady Wim- 
borne and the Low Church set; he would 
not go even to Doncaster races with Lady 
Halifax and the High Church contingent; 
and still less would he feel at home in the 
serious Roman Catholic set had the 
duchess of Norfolk lived to keep together 
in St. James square a “set” which now 
has no existence out of the pages of Lo- 
thair.. The prince knows everybody: but 
his preferences are decisive. They belong 
to the gay world. Not wanting in good 
intelligencs about many things, and not 


untrained in habits of the self restrainte 


proper to his position, he gives his inter- 
ests to the race course and the stage, and 
his companionship to those who can 
amuse him. 

At this year’s academy banquet, al- 
ready the subject of an allusion, the 
guests of the president, after tha feast 
of the palate, dispersed, aceording to 
their wont, through the large galleries 
to enjoy the feast of the palette. A guest, 
wandering into one of the rooms, found 
it occupied by two figures. One was that 
of a very stout man, whose back, turned 
toward the new arrival, was wrinkled 
with laughter. The prince in fact was 
listening to the last bit of gossip from 
that. capital caterer—Sir George Lewis, 
the solicitor. 

The private hansom, on which the three 
feathers do not appear, may seem to some 
rigorists an informal conveyance to be 
the favorite one of the prince; but it 
is the natural sequel to a youth spent in 
the publicity of royal coaches, such as 
that which was summoned by telegraph 
to meet him at Paddington station when, 
as an undergraduate at Oxford, he 
thought he had given his tutor the slip, 
and ran up to town,. with one or two 
congenial companions, for the afternoon. 
And the boy who was told by Albert the 
Good to regard the day of the openeing of 
the coal exchange—the first formality he 
attonded—as the “happiest day of his life,” 
has become a’ devotee of pleasure. The 
resulting division of views between the 
queen and her son has caused a virtual 
estrangement. Affectionate public allu- 
sions are exchanged; and on occasions— 
only on very rare occasions—the queen is 
visited by the prince; but mother and 
son do not spend in each other’s society 
alone 80 much as six hours in a year. 


The prince of Wales is a man of ac- 
quaintance with men. His friendships are 
reserved for women. The thirty or forty 
women who have caskets of letters of his 
are not preserving any great literary 
treat for posterity, nor any material at 
all for the scandal-hungry. “I am sorry 
to find by the letter that I received from 
you this“morning”’—(the phrasing is of 
the counting house in its precise decorum) 
—‘*that you are ill and that I shall not 
be able to pay you a visit today. to which 
I had been iooking forward with so much 
pleasure. Tomorrow and Saturday I shall 
be in Nottinghamshire; but if you are 
still in town may I come to see you about,

5 on Gunday afternoon?” Again: “I hope 
to call on you when [I come back from 
Paris and to have an opportunity of mak- 
ing the acquaintance of your husband.” 
These extracts dre characteristic of the 
hundreds of other letters which “Yours 
ever very sincerely, Albert Edward,” has 
written to “My dear’ Lady This, Mar- 
chesa That, apd Mrs. The Other. 

‘Prince Curiosity,’’ too, is the prince of 
Wales: “Who gave you that pin?” Two 
bright eyes parried the question. ‘“‘But 
do tell me, who gave it to you?” “Lady 
So and So." 
So had.the honor of a visit from the 
prince, who asked if she really had given 
the pin to the Virtuous Fair. 

For a man of many petty interests he 
is unusually indulgent to those who dif- 
fer from him. ‘ With Lady Randolph 
Churchill,’ down to. the last day before 
her recent marriage, the prince was @& 
determined adviser against it; and 
when he brought a.gold and jeweled pig 
out of his pocket for her and said: ‘I 
give y this because it’s like you,”’ he 
meant merely that she resembled it by 
being an animal equally difficult to drive. 


Though there has been a cessation of 
the dinners given: by the prince and prin-< 
cess at Marlborough house, at long inter- 
vals the prince gives a bachelor party to 
mon only—generally H. R. H.’s fellow- 
members of the Jockey Club. Perfect 
freedom rules at that board, despite the 
interjected ‘‘sir’’ with which royalty is 
addressed in England by its great- 
test intimates—a word that gives 
a little piquancye on the lips 
of ladies to their otherwise most 
familiar talk. The gentleman of the nur- 
sery rhyme who clothes the naked and 
feeds the hungry each day—when he 
dresses himself and has his own meals— 
might have a yet more philanthropic 
career on the same lines were he the 
prince of Wales. For the prince is always 
asking himself to dinner. He is not oth- 
erwise asked, except when some great 
occasion warrants a negotiation with an 
equerry, who sounds the prince as to his 
willingness to receive an unsolicited invi- 
tation. 

Otherwise the prince says: 
would ask me to dinner.” 

‘Delighted, sir,’’ says the honored sub- 
ject. 

“Then please arrange an evening with 
my equerry.”’ 

The prince is always a punctual guest, 
and it is etiquette for everybedy else to 
arrive before him. The American ambas- 
sador, I have noticed, is not an invariable 
observer of the rather irksome rule. Eti- 
quette ig not over with the prince’s ad- 
vent. If he stands, nobody sits down. 

Now it happen that at the dinner 
party at which the American ambassador 
arrived after the prince—thereby distract- 
ing tor the moment the hostess’ attention 
from her absolute devotion to the royal 
guest—the chairs and sofas were all of a 
very low build. The prince eyed them 
and decided that if he sat down he could 
not, with his huge figure, easily rise up 
again. So when the gentlemen came to 
the drawing room after dinner, all the 
ladies stood up, and had to remain stand- 
ing thrcughout the evening. What makes 
the situation worse is that nobody but the 
prince can end it; for it is not etiquette 
to say goodby so Icng’as the prince re- 
mains It is an axiom that you cannot 
wish to quit the society of a prince. He 
must ‘‘dismiss’” his best friends. 

All the same, there are some subjects 
wh» have refused to be brought into 
subjection. When the prince sent in the 
list of guests he wished to be asked with 
him by the duke of Richmond for the 
Gocdwood races of last year, the duke 
shied. The prince had for thirty years 
been the annual guest of the duke, who 
owns the only private stand upon the 
course. But last vear he went instead to 
a country place near at hand. The two 
house parties represented two elements 
in English society—the best get and the 
prince’s set, which is not the best. The 
duke and duchess of Devonshire were of’ 
the rrinc®’s company. The duke of Rich- 
mond's party included the duke and duch- 
ess of Portland. The tact with which the 
prince met this opposition, and the meth- 
ods by which he has conciliated all par- 
ties since; remain as a monumental in- 
stance of that final perserverance with 
which he always pursues his end until 
he reaches it, 


“I wish you 


wisdom gain, consorting with 
the wise.’’ So said Sophocles, and so the 
modern man in the street imagines. The 
prince of Wales has always been studli- 
ously polite to professors, to priests, to 
politicians, to poets even. But theg have 
never struck him as exactly adding to 
the gayety of nations. And a gay man 
the prince is by temperament, and a gay 
ran by habit at the age of fifty-nine. 
The truth is that, in going to the houses 
of ‘“‘new’’ people he has had greater free- 
dom. He could send his own lists of fel- 
low-guests unquestioned—a process under 
which some of ‘the old nobility” grew 
restive, as we have seen. Moreover, he 
would confer favors by going to so-called 
inferiors; and a good natured prince will 
always experience the weariness of the 
waiting and the unrealities of the proba- 
tion for a throne; the dullness of the con- 
vention that is the life of princes: the 
servitude of its publicity; and, remember- 
ing all this, the obliged ‘“‘inferiors” make 
liberal] allowences for the prince who 
perses life literally as the prisoner of the 
king.

OLD TRINITY’S BELL TOLLED. 


Manifestations of Grief in New York 
Over Queen’s Death. 

New York, January 22.—The first appa- 

rent effect in New York city of the cable- 
fram from England announcing ike death 
of Queen Victoria was in the almost in- 
stant lowering of flags to half mast. This 
was particularly true with regard to the 
financial district, whers every business 
hevse or building had its bunting ready. 
Trinity church, at the head of Wall 
street, took note of the event by the toll- 
ing of its bell; possibly the first of the 
United States officials to take cognizance 
of the passing of England’s monarch was 
the sub-treasurer of the United States, 
who lowered the flag of the sub-treasury 
building. 
In no part of the city was respect for 
the memory of Queen Victoria more 
quickly shown than in the waters of the 
rort of New Yark. Steamers and sailing 
vessels flying the British flag were not 
alone in their manifestations of honor to 
the memory Of the dead queen. United 
States flags over ferry houses, schooners 
end tugs in the East and North rivers 
and lying at docks over on the Jersey 
shore all brought the emblem down and 
by this means the news was conveyed to 
thousands who were on the lookout for 
the signal. 

The flags of Resia, Austria, Mexico, 
France, Germany, Italy and other na- 
tions were half masteii at the various 
forgign consulates and steanfship offices. 

All of the British societies have gone 
into mou @ and as early as an hour 
after the announcement of the queen's 
death many persons had mourning bands 
upon their sleeves. 

The Canadian Society of New York sent 
a cablegram to the marquis of Salisbury, 
which read:

The oath was administered by Chief Jus- 
tice Snodgrass, of the supreme court. In 
his inaugural address, Governor’ McMillin 
called attention to the fact that the last 
legislature had enacted every reform rec- 
ommended in his speech two years ago, 
and that the result had been béneficial. 
He urged that no backward steps be 
taken and declared that the state’s af- 
fairs are now economically administered, 
charities efficiently conducted, the peni- 
tentiary . succeeding, while no state is 
doing more for education or more rapid- 
ly paying off its indebtediness than Ten- 
nessée. He said nothing should be left 
undone to advance agriculture and en- 
courage manufactures. Finished prod- 
ucts instead of raw material should be 
sent from. our borders. The governor 
then referred to the settlement of the 
Virginia-Tennesse boundary line question 
and of the railroad litigation by the re- 
tention of the sinking fund act and econ- 
omy. He believed the state debt could be 
paid off as it accrued. The governor, in 
concluding, gave warning against the 
tendency toward centralization and op- 
posed the standing army and trusts and 
combines. 

No business was trausacted in the house 
today. In the senate Mr. Tillman intro- 
duced a bill giving attorneys general the 
fees earned instead of salaries. House 
bills were passed to relieve blind persons 
of license and privilege taxes and provid- 
ing fora July term of law court at Bris- 
tol.

‘Flags on Public Buildings Placed at 


Half-Mast. 

Berlin, January 22.—The news of the 
death of Queen Vietoria had been hourly 
expected in Berlin and on its arrival spe- 
cial] editions of the newspapers sold like 
wildfire, the announcement being read 
with silent and respectful sympathy. The 
fact that Empress Augusta Victoria start- 


ed today for Homburg, to be near Dow-~ 


ager Empress Frederick, added to the sad 
circumstances of the occasion. 
Semi-official paragraphs in the press 
this evening rebut the idea, commonly 
held in Germany, that the prince of 


Wales, as the new king, will be inclined” 


to be hostile toward Germany. On the 
contrary, they assert that he will act in 
the interests of Great Britain and the 
British people alone. A sense of gratifi- 
cation is felt by all Germans that Em- 
peror William was present during the last 
hours of Queen Victoria's life and that 
the lofty feelings of filial piety which 
prompted his action have met such full 
and unqualified recognition on the part of 
the British nation. 

Immediately after the receipt of the 
news, Count von Eulenburg, the chief 
marshal, ordered the flags half-masted 
on all public buildings, and a number of 
embassies and legations, including the 
American, did the same.

MEMBERS OF BOARD ELECTED. 


| Provident Savings Life Assnrance 
Society of New York. 

New York, January 22.—(Spectal.)—The 
board of directors of the Provident Sav- 
ings Life Assurance Society of New York, 
at its January meeting just held, elected 
Senator George B. Sloan and George Clin- 
ton Bacheller as members of the board. 

The twenty-sixth annual report of the 
company was also presented, which show- 
ed substarfttial gains in the essentials 
which make a company progressive and 
permanent. As compared with the pre- 
vious year, its premium income was in- 
creased over $300,000, and over $750,000 were 
added to its reserve for policy holders, 
while the excess of income over disburse- 
ments amounted to about $700,000. Its 
expense rate was less than the previous 
vear. The report also showed that since 
the organization of the company there 
has been returned to the policy holders, 
which with the amount now held for their 
benefit exceeds $22,500,000, and that no 
death claims remain due and unpaid, 

The company also reports over $100,000,- 
000 of insurance in force and a surplus of 
over $600,000. Continued growth is evi- 
denced by the fact that during the past 
four years it has nearly doubled its in- 
come, more than doubled its assets and 
nearly trebled its reserve for policy hold- 
ers. 


MONEY PAID IN FINES 
MIGHT GO TO POOR 


"Just think of it,’’ said an officer at the 
police barracks last night. “Forty thous- 
and dollars is paid in polfce court fines 
every year. This money mostly comes 
from the poor. It is generally the poor 
fellow who gets pulled. This large amount 
of money, or most of it, is hard earned 
dollars and represents what should have 
been spent for bread and clothing for 
women and children who are suffering.”’

There are 
not more than 500 families in Atlanta 
where there is actual want and decstitu- 
tion, and the $40,000 would give each fam- 
ily $80 a year and that would keep the 
wolf from the door.”’

“Now, since this money’ is paid by the: 
men who ought to have staid sober and 
taken care of their families, it morally 
belongs to the women and children who 
have suffered.

The will of 1896 and that of 1900 are both 
with the surrogate. The heirs at law 
represented by the counsel are Frederick 
A. Rice, a brother, of Houston, Texas; 
Mrs. Minerva R. Olds, sister, of Palmer, 
Mass.; Mrs. Charlotte 8. McKee, sisfer, 
of Springfield, Mass.; William A. Rice, 
nephew of Willbraham, Mass., and 
Charles Rice and Nina Belle Rice chil- 
dren of a deceased nephew. The home 
of the last two is also in Willbraham, 
Mass. 

There are three other relatives of the 
dead millionaire, a brother, a nephew, 
and a niece, recently discovered in Mis- 
souril.

All present reverently uncovered and 
then shrill whistles and. the ringing of 
the bells ofthe. bicyeles in waiting were 
the signals -for messefigers to race to 
Cowes with the news. In a few moments 
the place was deserted. Simultaneously 
mounted . messengers on white horses 
dashed from Osborne. 

On their arrival at Cowes the corre- 
spondents found the news known both 
at East and West Cowes fifteen minutes 
before it had been announced to those in 
waiting at the gates of Osborne house. 
The streets were already filled with sor- 
rowful crowds discussing her majesty’s 
death. 


St. Paul’s Bell Tolled. 

London, January 22.—This evening there 
were few visible signs in London’ that 
anything unusual had happened. A driz- 
zling rain kept most people within doors. 
Those who were turned away from the- 
aters or music halls wandered along the 
streets of the west end without spedal 
object. : 

The shops closed as soon as the bells 
began to toll and the blinds of Mansion 
house were drawn down as soon as the 
message from the prince of Wales was 
received by the lord:.mayor. The bell 
tolled at St. Paul’s ¢athedral was the 
gift of William III and is used qgnly on 
occasions of the death of royal person- 
ages, archbishops of Canterbury, lord 
mayors of London and bishops of London. 
The tolling continued for two hours to- 
day at intervals of a minute and could 
be heard for miles in the direction of the 
wind. | 

At a late hour this evening it was not 
known whether the king would return 
to London before morning, but it was 
expected that he would hold a privy coun- 
cil at St. James vnalace early tomorrow 
(Wednesday) morning. 

Absolute silence reigned {n the vicinity 
of Buckingham palace and Marlborough 
house.

Much interest was 
evinced in the way in which the enor- 
mous fortune of the dead queen would be 
distributed, the general notion being that 
Osborne house would go to Princess 
Beatrice and that she and Princess Chris- 
tian would come fnt6 4 considerable por- 
tion of Victoria’s wealth. 

The probability that King Edward will 
take up a permanent residence in Buck- 
ingham palace was much canvassed, and 
this is a question that comes very much 
home to Londoners... Queen Victoria’s 
preference for Balmoral castle and Os- 
borne house has’ been a complaint of 
long standing in the metropolis, and it 
is hoped that the new reign will see a 
change in this respect The presence of 
the court In London would give a bright- 
ness and gayety which have long been 
absent. 

Nat until Queen Victoria has been laié 
to rest beside the prince consort at Frog- 
more will the theaters or music halls re- 
open. Moreover, business will come to a 
practical standstill. The music in all 
the hotels and public places has ceased. 
Fashionable resorts were empty and very 
few of the nightly habitues were in evyi- 
dence. The St. James, Princess and other 
prominent restaurants have already dis- 
carded alluring colors for somber black. 
Americans who have passed through 
great national calamities may recall the 
crepe draped buildings, but they can ill- 
conceive, since the death of Lincoln, any 
such expression of gloom as has already 
fallen on the United Kingdom. Marl- 
borough house, so long the home of the 
new monarch; Buckingham palace, where 
Queen Victoria made her last stay in 
London, and St. James palace, the resi- 
dence of so many former monarchs, were 
all black and deserted. Sentries in black 
overcoats kept silent vigil before the 
closed gates and bolted doors.

Earl Cadogan, the 
lord lieutenant, was absent from Dublin 
yesterday, but it is expected that he will 
return immediately to preside at a meet-, 
ing of the Irish privy council to proclaim 
the new king. 

The privy council will meet in London 
today and the proclamation of the king 
will occur thereafter at all places required 
by custom. The king will come to Lon- 
don to preside over the council. 

Some hundreds of people stood in front 
of the cathedral around the spot where 
Queen Victoria prayed on the sixtieth 
anniversary of her accession to the 
throne.

Wreckers in Indiana 
and Illinois. 


Wichita, Kas., January 22.—Mrs. Car- 
rie Natio# and her colleagues in yester- 
day’s saloon smashing crusade were ar- 
raigned in the city tourt today ana 
waived a preliminary hearing. Judge 
Kirk fixed their bond at $1,000 each, which 
was promptly given and the women re- 
leased. John Herring, into whose saloon 
Mrs, Nation and her followers enterea 
by the windows they had smashed, was 
the complainant, and the specific charge 
was malicious destruction of property. 

Mrs. Nation made no notable ademon- 
stration in court. When released she an- 
nounced she had a saloon smashing pro- 
¢€ramme arranged for this evening, but 
& question came up relative to the terms 
of the truce with the chief of police yes- 
terday, the chief holding that it was to 
extend forty-eight hours, while Mrs. Na- 
tion insists that the limit was twenty- 
four hours. As no saloons have yet been 
attacked this evening, it is thought that 
Mrs. Nation has given the chief's inter- 
pretation of the truce the benefit of the 
doubt. Her pfan, she said. was to have 
detachments of women attack the saloons 
In different sections of the city at the 
same time. The saloon men are very 
uneasy and the more expensive places 
have employed guards or lookouts to 
warn keepers of the approach of the 
enemy. The wife of one saloon keeper 
Has placed herself in the front apart- 
ment of the saloon ang threatens to re- 
pel Mrs. Nation in case of attack. 

At 10 o'clock tonight Mrs. Carrie Na- 
tion made an address in the Salvation 
Army barracks, in which she adyocatea 
the organization of an army to wreck sa- 
loons. She provoked her hearers'to a 
high pitch of excitement and then march- 
ed through the principal street a distance 
of nine blocks, followed by 500 800 
persons. some cheering and some jeering 
her. Word that she was on the streets 
went before her and every saloon light 
was enuffed out and every saloon door 
locked. 

Mrs. Nation started a hymn every time 
she passed a saloon and became demon- 
strative as she passed the ruins of the 
Saloons she wrecked yesterday. She rec- 
ognized.several saloon men on the side- 
walks, and as she did she said: 

“You are safe tonight, Mr. Keeper of a 
murder shop, but you will see me later.” 

By the time Mrs. Nation reached union 
station 1,000 persons were in the crowd, 
but no violence of any kind was attempt- 
ed. She purchased a ticket for Newton, 
took the train, and the saloons opened up 
again. 

Hartford City, Ind., January 22.—Be- 
cause her husband had sold her chickens 
and bought whisky with the money, Mrs. 
William Towns today, after having horse- 
whipped Towns in a crowded street, en- 
deavored to wreck a saloon. She declares 
she will inaugurate a Carrie Nation ecru- 
sade here. 

Bradford, Iil., January 22.—Mamie Kel- 
ley and Florence Fry wrecked two sa- 
loons at Harmon because the proprietors 
sold liquor to their brothers, who are 
minors. The Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Inion is defending them. The sa- 
loon keepers threaten to prosecute the 
temperance organization for raffling 
quilts,

The Indians 
threaten to finally enter the towns and 


burn and kill and Chief Mekko has sem 


a message of defiance to President Mc- 
Kiniey. The whites are arming 
bioodshed is feared. 

United States -Marshal Bennet sent 
twenty depyties and ten Indian police to 
the scene, but they were met by so fierce 
a fusilade that they were compelled to 
retire. 

One of the posse named McNac was 


captured by the Indians and it is fearew 


that they will take his life. Because of 
the préssure for protection brought by 
the whites, Marsha] Bennet and Indian 
Agent Shoenfelt sent a message to the 
Washington officials requesting that fed- 


eral troops to the number of 500 be sent 


them. They. stated that it wouid be sure 
death for the deputies and police to at- 
tempt to interfere again. 

Marshal Bennet and Agent Shoenfelt 
will, as soon as they hear from Washing-

The Creeks threaten that after they 
have cleaned out all the interior whites 
they will visit the various towns in the 
Creek nation. destroy them by fire and 
kill the inhabitants.

Nashville, Tenn., January 22.—(Special.) 
A desperate running fight is reported to 
have occurred between the robbers who 
burglarized and burned the store and 
postoffice at Burnley and Willards, in 
Trousdale county, and the posse which 
gave pursuit. The burglars blew open 
the safe and secured about three hundred 
dollars, after which they burned the store, 
destroying $15,000 in notes, while the build- 
ing and stock was valued at $2,000 mcre.

Expulsion from Academy for Send- 
ing or Accepting a Challerige. 
Dismissal a Lasting Barrier. 


Washington, January 22.—The members 
of the congressional committee which is 
investigating the hazing of Cadet Booz 
are in substantial agreement on the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

Expulsion from the military academy 
for sending or accepting challenge; ex- 
clusion from subsequent appointment to 
the army of any one dismisseq from the 
academy on account of hazing or fight- 
ing; more tactical officers to give greater 
supervision to cadets, and closer rela- 
tions between these officers and the ca- 
dets. 

Members of the committee said at to- 
day’s meeting that the testimony taken 
-abundantly showed the necessity of leg- 
islation on these points. It is said that 
the evidence discloses ‘that dismissals 
from the academy are often followed by 
army appointments based on the strong 
recommendations of members of congress, 
and the intention of the committee is to 
make dismissal a lasting barrier to 
army service. 

Further testimony will be taken tomor- 
row if the witnesses can be brought here 
in time. They include Cadet Cunning- 
ham, who was the tent mate of Cadet 
MacArthur, son of General MacArthur, 
at the time young MacArthur was hazed, 
and a former upper classmate, now Hving 
in New Jersey, to whom Booz is said to 
have been a “serving man” during the 
alleged period of hazing.

Florida Fruit Men Will Attempt To

Jacksonville, Fla., January 22.—(Special.)

The growers expect to pool 
their interests and have their own rep- 
resentatives in the New York, Chicago 
and other large markets. Vegetable grow- 
ers of Filorida are expected to make a 
similar movement as soon as this organi- 
zation has been perfecved.

GENERAL GRANT. MAKES CAPTURES 


With Fifty Men He Is Making Ar- 
rests of Those Who Prove To Be 
Insurgents. ~ 


Manila, January 22.—The disallowance 
by the board of claims of Holman & Co., 
merchants of Lloilo, for damages for de- 
struction of property during the period 
of appeasement, which findings have been 
approved by General. MacArthur, estab- 
lishes a precedent against recompensing 
for similan property losses in the terri- 


tory in which the war operations were. 


conducted. Some claims, nofably that of 
the Manila and Dagupan railroad, now 
before the board, will probably go to the 
court of claims at Washington and possi- 
bly eventually to congress. 

The oath of allegiance has been admin- 
istered in a church at Vigan to over 100 
people who acknowledged they had con- 
tributed to the insurgent cause.

The men who are to sail Satur- 
day were reviewed and addressed this 
evening by General MacArthur. He thank- 
ed the soldiers enthusiastically for the 
part they had ably borne in the history- 
making epoch in the Philippines. He said 
they had sustained the traditions of a 
hardy and soldierly race and merited the 
plaudits of their countrymen on their re- 
turn home. 

Speaking of the various advantages of 
such occasions General MacArthur said: 

“The chief advantage is the engendering 
of a warlike spirit, without which no na- 
tion can continue to live and by whicn 
alone a nation is created and made per- 
petual.”’

PROCLAIMED TO PEOPLE 


London, January 22.—Lord Clarendon, 
the new lord chamberlain, with Prince 
Christian, of Schleswig-Holstein, and the 
duke of Argyll arrived at Osborne this 
afternoon. It is the lord chamberlain 
who. with the archbishop of Canterbury, 
announces to a new monarch his acces- 
sion to the throne. 

At the offices of the lord chamberlain, 
at St. James palace; of the city remem- 
brancer, at Guild hall, and at the Col- 
lege of Heralds the officials were busy 
today, even before the death of the queen 
was announced, preparing for the formal- 
ities which will attend the proclamation 
of the new ruler of the United Kingdom 
and India. All the ancient gazettes, 
court circulars and other papers which 
describe the ceremonial of 1837, had been 
taken from the libraries, that the officials 
may famiilarize themselves with the 
forms of pageantry whereby a sovereign 
is proclaimed.

“It will depend on the pleasure of the 
new monarch to decide how far the an- 
cient customs will be modified to suit 
modern methods, but in a country where

WE OWN TWO MORE ISLANDS. 


Senate Ratifies Treaty for Acquisi- 
tion of Sibutu and Cagayan. 
Washington, January 22.—The senate 
today in executive session ratified the 
treaty with Spain for the acquisition of 
the islands of Sibutu and Cagayan, of the 

Philippine group, at a cost of $100,000. 

There were no votes to spare, a two- 
thirds vote being needed and the voting 
stantling & fo 19. Senators Lodge and 
Chandler spoke in behalf of the treaty 
and Senators Bacon, Money and Petti- 
grew in opposition. Senator Lodge, speak- 
ing for the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, said that the treaty was made nec- 
essary by the failure to include the is- 
lands of Sibutu and Cagayan in the orig- 
inal negotiations by which we acquired 
the Philippines, and that it was neces- 
sary to acquires them to prevent Ger- 
many’s getting possession of them. Their 
acquisition by any foreign power, he said, 
would be an awkward circumstance for 
the United States, and should be pre- 
vented before it was too late. The op- 
position senators replied that the lang 
was worthless to the United States, ang 
added that there was not a harbor on 
the coast of auy one of them and there 
could be no object in any other ‘country 
taking them. They also charged that 
as the islands are in the Sulu group. their 
population is polygamous, and also that 
slavery exists on the islands. Senator 
Pettigrew said the new acquisitions were 
nearer the islands of Borneo then to any 
of the other islands of the Pacific gfoup, 
and he argued that if. we are to purchase 
Cagayan and BSibutu for the defense of 
our existing possessions, we might soun 
expect to hear of the necessity of pur- 
chasing Borfieo for the De aliases of £- 
ayan and Sfbutu.

Dr. Thomas L. Phillips, city physician 
for the third ward, sold out his drug 
store at 498 Woodward avenue yesterday 
morning and left for parts unknown. 

At the same time Mrs. Jack Garner, the 
young wife of a well-known business 
man, also left the city. 

Jack Garner, the husband of the pret- 
ty young wife, left the city several days 
ago and is said now to be far out west. 

From all of which it may be deduced 
that the absent city ward physician had 
some. very urgent reasons to leave his 
patieits behind him; and at the same 
time it is inferred by the relatives of 
Jack Garner that Dr. Phillips and Mrs. 
Garner know the whereabouts of one an- 
other. 

When the city physician sold out his 
business yesterday morning and turned 
hig back on the town, the culmination of 
a very dramatic affair had been reached, 
and it is said by those who know all 
about the situation, if the doctor had 
not disappeared just when he did that 
the culmination might have been disas- 
trous, if not tragic. 

In the third ward, in the neighborhood 
where Dr. Phillips's drug store was lo- 
cated, the affair was all the taik yester- 
day, and the sensation was food for the 
gossips for many hours. 

Friends of the city. physician state that 
they believe he has gone to his old home, 
near Norcross, but they have nothing to 
substantiate this except his statement. 


Mrs. Phillips left for Norcross Monday 
morning and it is said her husband told 


“her he would follow her as soon as he 


could arrange his business affairs. The 
doctor is believed to be at Norcross wait- 
ing for the storm to blow over, but the 
Garner family state they believe he has 
gone away with Mrs. Jack Garner. 
Trouble Was Expected. 

It is known and was reported to the po- 
lice that Dr. Phillips and Jack Garner 
were about to have serious trouble sev- 
eral days ago and the two had been 
under the surveillance of their friends. 

In fact, bloodshed was expected, and 
some of Jack Garner’s relatives said last 
night that even now, if the doctor could 
be found there would be trouble. 

Dr. Phillips had a very flourishing drug 

store at the corner of Woodward avenue 
and Grant street. He was elected city 
physician from the third ward, when Dr. 
Collier died, and was then re-élected two 
years ago. He was a candidate for elec- 
tion this year. 
- Jack Garner is a handsome young fel- 
low and married a Miss Jones two or 
three years ago. Then came reports 
about Mrs. Garner and Dr. Phillips. 

Jack Garner heard of this talk last 
week and for several days the most se- 
rious trouble was looked for between 
him and the physician. Garner's friends 
followed him about the city day after 
day and would not leave him at night. 
His relatives communicated with broth- 
ers in the’ country and more trouble was 
expected today if Dr. Phillips had not 
left the city when he did. 

He Bought Dr. Phillips‘s Drug Store. 

Last night a reporter of The Constitu- 
tion saw Dr. Virgil C. Cook, who was 
the purchaser o‘ Dr. Phillips's drugstore. 
Dr. Cook’s father owns another drug 
store in the same’ neighborhood. 

“Tt is true that I bought out Dr. Phil- 
lips’s drug store this morning,” said Dr. 
«cook. “Dr. Phillips has left the city. 
He told me he was going to his father’s, 
near Norcross. Mrs. Phillips left for Nor- 
cross, so I was informed, Monday morn- 
ing and my understanding was that the 
doctor was to follow her. He told me he 
had requested Dr. Giles to act as city 
physician for him during his absence.

THOMAS BURFORD USED. 
TO MEET VICTORIA DAILY 


greenhouses: at Westview 
cemetery, is one of the few men 
in the United States who have conversed 
with the late Queen Victoria many tymes. 
Mr. Burford was in the early seventies 
an assistant of Teslie, the great English 
landscape gardener, and it was his duty 
to supervise the laying out of filower 
beds at Windsor castle. While thus em- 
ployed he saw her majesty daily and 
was personally instructed by her as to 
the manner in which she wished,the 
work done. 

To a reporter of The Constitution who 
talked with him yesterday about the 
dead sovereign, Mr. Burford said: 

“Tt is strange what notions somé people 
have about royalty. You would think, to 
hear them, that those born in the purple 
belonged to some different species. I 
confess to something of this feeling and 
the pwe which accompanies it, when I 
first came face to face with Queen Vic- 
toria as a landscape gardener at Wind- 
sor castle, but it didn’t last long. It was 
Queen Victoria, herself that dispelled 
such foolishness. She did it by her kind- 
ly, simple manner, free from any of the 
stilted dignity that the common herd as- 
sociates with such a station as hers. 

“As I remember the queen—that was 
in ’71, I belleve—yes, in ’7l—she seemed 
only a pleasant-voiced, cordial-mannered 
lady of middle age, with a passionate 
love of flowers. You can see such ladies 
any day in Atlanta or anywhere. This 
cemetery here is a good placé to see them. 
You know what I mean—faces softened 
by a great sorrow which the black dress 
explains, and a quiet gentleness that 
comes when one’s nature has been broad- 
ened by experiencé. I saw such an elder- 
ly lady here an hour ago. They always 
love flowers. 3 

“I recollect that Queen Victoria's favor- 
ite flowers were carnations, Marechal 
Niel roses and old-fashioned Sweet Wil- 
liams.

She rather acted as though she were con- 
sulting me, and would ask for my opin- 
ion. She had a way about her that set 
one at ease at once. Her voice was kind 
and her face pleasant. I have seen un- 
titled ladies by the hundred who had 
more of what I would call a queenly 
hauteur in their bearing. You know 
what I mean. 

“I have a very. beautiful silk Indian 
handkerchief at home which was given 
me by Queen Victoria. I well recollect 
the circumstances of the gift. I was at 
my work on Windsor terrace, when the 
queen’s carriage came down the drive and 
stopped near me. A footman came to 
me with the queen’s request that I pluck 
for her an exquisite Marechal] Niel rose 
that she had caught sight of in passing. 
After the footman had given her the 
rose, he was sent back to me with a 
little leathern «case mounted with the 
royal crest, which contained the nand- 
kerchief, presented with the queen's com- 
pliments. 

“I have seen the prince of Wales and 
other royalties in the park at Windsor 
castle, a.though the prince did not go * 
there often. I saw him at other aristo- 
cratic country seats where I was doing 
landscape work. He is very much like 
his late mother in his szourteous disposi- 
tion toward everybody. When I was em- 
ployed at a place several miles from 
Windsor, and did not think the queen re- 
membered me, she gave me a glance of 
recognition and bowed to me as I passed 
her carriage on the highway.

WHEELER TRIAL 
IS CONCLUDED| f 


pa Reached a Verdict Last Might, 


but It Is Sealed. 
THOUGHT TO BE ACQUITTAL 


Finding of Jury Will Be Announced 
in Court This Morning. 


WHEELER CREATES SCENE IN COURT 


Weeps When Making His Statement. 
Reference to Masonic Honor Calls 
Forth Remarks from Judge. 


The trial of Ike Wheeler for the murder 
of John C. Hambrick was concluded in 
athe criminal court last night. Just as the 
hour hand on the clock in the courtroom 
pointed to 6 the jury filed out of the 
room and a short time before 7 o'clock a 
verdict had been reached. It will not be 
announced until this morning, however, 
as Judge Candler ordered a sealed verdict 
returned. 

The jury dispersed after deciding upon 
their verdict and Judge Candler gave 
them instructions not to divulge the na- 
ture of their finding. It was the-prevail- 
ing opinion last night, however, that the 
verdict will be an acquittal. This belief 
is based on the character of the evidence 
and the short time which was required to 
reach a verdict. The indications last 
night point to such a verdict. 

Yesterday was the most eventful of the 
two days consumed in the trial of the 
case. The features of the day was the 
statement of the defendant and the argu- 
ment of the attorneys. The state rested 
its case at 10 o’clock in the morning and 
the defense introduced no testimony, 
Offering only the statement of Wheeler 
himself. 

The prisoner created a scene while tell- 
ing the jury the story of the crime. Dur- 
ing his description of the scene in the 
room where the shooting occurred he 
broke down and cried and, leaving the 
witness chair, he went directly in front 
of the jurymen. and in a very dramatic 
manner showed how he had fired the fa- 
tal shot. He gesticulated tather excited- 
ly and Judge Candler finally requested 
him to resume ‘his seat. Here he con- 
cluded his statement with an interming- 


| ling of sabs. 


A Sensational Statement. 

Wheeler related this business exper!- 
ences after comjhge to Atlanta from Afa- 
bama, stating that he and Hambrick had 
been the best of friends. He said he 
went back to Alabama and réturned to 
this city on June 8th. 

“tT was in Hambrick’s place of business,” 
said he, ‘‘when a little boy came and told 
me that Miss Lorena wanted me to come 
to her room, I did so and about 10 o’clock 
somebody knocked on the door and when 
asked who it was, the person replied, 
‘Me, Hambrick.’ He was then let in and 
went to the dresser. 

“IT was lying on the bed and when 
Hambrick saw me he rushed at me and 
said: ‘I’ve got vou now.’ I sacd: ‘Don't 
do that, Mr. Hambrick, I've always been 
your friend,’ and I then pleaded with him 
as a Master Mason not to hurt me. He 
had hig pistol in his hand and struck. me! 
and then I fired the fatal shot. Gentle- 
men, that’s the truth. I thought he was 
as harmless as my twin brother and did 
not believe he would try to take my life. 
It’s the truth, gentlemen of the jury. I 
wouldn't tell an untruth if it broke my 
neck.”’ 

The portion of the statement that re- 
ferred to his pleading with Hambrick as 
a Master Mason was the cause of con- 
siderable comment, as it was conjectured 
that it might have some effect on the 
verdict, and it brought forth some point- 
ed remarks from Judge Candler in his 
charge. The reference made’ to the mat- 
ter by the judge was: ; 

“Gentlemen of the jury, in making a 
verdict in this case you must not allow 
any order to appeal to you. You are here 
to judge this case on the evidence pre- 
sented before you and you must not al- 
low yourself to be led off for a minute. 
If you should yield to any such preju- 
dice it would be an insult to you, an in- 
sult to law and an insulwto the order.’’ 

Architect Blakeley Testifies 

When court convened yesterday morn- 
ing the state put Harry Bleckley, an ar- 
chitect who drew the diagram of the 
room where the shooting occurred on the 
stand to testify to some points in rerer- 
ence to the diagram. He was followed 
by Mrs. Ida Rice, who was in @ room in 
the same building. 

Mr. Coogler, of the police force, and 
Patrolman Whitley were recalled and 
testified that Lorena Wheeler was intox- 
icated on the night of the shooting. Mr. 
H. A. Hambrick was placed on the starid 
again agd stated that his brother had 
lived in the room with Lorena Wheeler 
for about two months previous to the 


‘killing. Colonel Rountree endeavored to 


show that the room across the hall .was 
Hambrick’s room, but Mr. Hambrick said 
that his brother had some furniture in 
that room and that his trunk was in 
the Wheeler woman’s room. A merchant 
named Minor also offered some immaterial 
evidence. ° 

The state had two speeches and the de- 
fense three. As the defense had intfoe 
duced no testimony, they. secured the 
opening and the closing argument. 

Colonel Bountree opened for the de- 
fense and he presented his side of the 
case to the jury in an effective manner. 
He was followed by Colonel] W. J. Al- 
bert for the state. At the conclusion of 
his argument, about 12:45 o'clock court 
adjourned until 1:30 o’clock. 

On the reconvening of court Hon. T. 
B. Felder spoke in his usual eloquent 
manner for the defense and he was fol- 
lowed by Solicitor Chartey Hill, who 
spoke for an hour and ten minutes in his 
forceful vein. Attorney R. R. Arnold 
closed for the defense fn an able argu- 

ent.

The old board of trustees of the Con- 
federate Soldiers’ home held its last meet- 
fing in the state library yesterday morn- 
ing, and made arrangements to wind up 
its affairs preparatory tg the first me<t- 
‘ing of the new trustees, which will be 
held at the capitol tomorrow morning. 

A committee was appointed to make the 
‘forraal transfer of the. building and 
‘grounds to the stat® in accordance with 
'the recent act of the legislature. The 

| same committee will also carry out other 
recommendatiofis made by the president, 
‘Judge W. L. Calhoun. ’ 

The new board will assemble tomorrow 
at 10 o'clock, and Judge Calhoun will no 
doubt be chosen as its president. It will 
arrange for the renovating, repainting 
and furnishing of the home and will 
push the work as rapidly as possible in 


order that it may be opened for the re- - 


ception of old veterans by or before April 
Ist. 

In his final report to the old board 
of trustees President Calhoun said: 

. President Calhoun’s Report. 


. ‘ “It now becomes my duty to officially 
co 


unicate to you that the general as- 

ly of Georgia, by an act approved 
cember 19, 1900, accepted your tender 
of the Soldiers’ home, and have therein 
provided for the upening and maintenance 
of the same. This result has been reached 
after nearly ten years of zealous, un- 
selfish and devoted work, without pecu- 
miary reward, by‘the members of this 
board, actuated by the sacredness of the 
trust committed to them. In it we have 
had the earnest co-operation and assist- 
ence of the Georgia division of the United 
‘Confederate Veterans, the Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans, the Daughters of the 
Confederacy, the Order of R. E. Lee, the 
Children of the Confederacy and many 
noble men and women of Georgia and 
etsewhere, who were impressed by the 
feeling that this institution was a press- 
ing. necessity and its establishment a 
duty which the state owed to those of 
her sons who had exhibited so much pa- 
trigtism and bravery and sacrificed so 
much for its defense in the mightiest 
atruggie which has, or, perhaps, ever 
will be recorded in the history of the 
world. 4 

Difficulties at Last Overcome. 

“As you are all aware, we have met 
with many @efeats tna “had thany diffi- 
culties to overcome in our efforts to es- 
tablish the home, and among them was 
the serious question of securing funds 
to guard the’property and protect it by 
insurance, the same ‘being unproductive 
during the long time hereinbefore stated 
in which we were engaged in the effort 
to induce the state to accept it: or other- 
wise provide for its opening. Through 
the kindness and liberality of the At- 
lanta National bank, and especially of 
Mr. Paul Romare, the vice president 
thereof and the treasurer of this board, 
we were advanced for the. protection of 
the home property $4,940 without interest, 
which was expended for that purpose. 
The bank also advanced $600, the amount 
due our secretary for his services, and 
‘which was allowed him by a resolution 
of this board, and I think he should also 
receive $80 interest, which is much less 
than he paid therefor. It will, therefore, 
be seen that we are due the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank the amount of $5,620.99, alt of 
which will appear by reference to the 
reports of our secretary and treasurer.” 

After going into the question of the 
funds on hand, $3,394.25 of which remains 
from the reunion association fund, is 
now in the hands of Mr. Anthony Mur- 
phy, and the lot on Virgil street worth 
about $500, President Calhoun continues: 

“It is proper trat a resolution be passed 
that the judge of the superior court be 
petitioned for a revocal of the decree 
passed under a resolution of this bar 
for the sale of the home property, and, 
also another that the property be legally 
conveyed to the state of Georgia in ac- 
cordance with said act of the general as- 
sembly, and still another that an order 
to sell said Virgil street Ig be obtained. 
Notwithstanding the long) years that the 
home. has stood unoccupied, it is in fairly 
good condition, and can, I think, be fully 
repaired for about $1,500. The land has 
been carefully protected and 10 acres 
thereof are covered with a fine body of 
timber worth several thousand dollars.

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EORGE C. SMITH, formerly presi- 
(; dent and general manager of 
the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad and the Western Rail- 
way of Alabama, with headquar- 
ters in Atlanta, and at present gen- 
eral manager of the St. Louis-Louisville 
lines of the Southern, with headquarters 
at St. Louis, has accepted the vice presi- 
deney of the Westinghouse Security and 
Investment Company, at a-reported sal- 
ary of $3,000 a year. > 
He is said to have signed a six-year 
contract when he accepted this offer: 
‘Mr. Smith was in Atlanta the latter part 
of last week, but said nothing to his 
‘friends here about the position being ten- 
dered him by the Westinghouse company, 
His duties will begin in his new position 
on February ist. He is reported to have 
already tendered. his resignation to the 
officials of the Seuthern, though no an- 
nouncement of the fact has, as yet, come 
from Washington, where the headquar- 
ters of that system are situated.

The increase will 
put Mr. Smith in the comparativly small 
group of notably high salaried men that 
includes half a dozen railroad presidents,

The confederate soldiers’ home having 
been incorporated by the superior court 
of Fulton county, our final report should 
be made and an order obtained for our 
final dissolution.” 

The report of Treasurer Paul Romare 
showed total recetpts since 1891 of $40,- 
062.89 and total expenditures of $45,006.98, 
leaving a deficit of $4,490.%, which amount 
has been carried for the home by the At- 
lanta National bank for several years 
without interest. For this act of gener- 
osity the board adopted a _ resolution 
heartily thanking that institution. 

Committee Is Appointed. 

In accordance with President Calhoun’s 
recommendations the board adopted the 
following resolution: 

“Resolved, That Captiin W. D. Eliis, 
Judge W. L. Calhoun and Judge George 
Hillyer be appointed a committee to carry 
out the recommendation embodied in the 
report of President Calhoun and to exe- 
cute conveyances, transfers or acquit- 
tances necessary to transfer to the state 
a perfect title to the property under the 
terms and conditions of the act of the 
general assembly, approved December 
19, 1900, accepting the home as a state in- 
stitution.” 

The committee will at once take steps to 
carry out the details of the transfer, and 
will alsc see to the sale of the Virgil 
street property, the proceeds from which 
will be applied on the debt owed by the 
hon.e.

HURT REPLIES TO ARTICLE 


Editorial in Journal Is Quoted by 
Him. 


DENIES THE IMPUTATION IN IT 


Says It Is a Reflection on Oty 
Officials as Weil es the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Co. 


Atlanta, Ga., January 22, 1901.~Eaditor 
Constitution: I see in a belabored editorial 
which appeared in Mr. H. M. Atkinson's 
organ, The Atlanta Journal, Monday lIast 
an attempt is made to cast discredit upon 
the officials of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, as well as the committee 
on electric lighting. 

The language used reads: “But the 
Officials of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company did have such facilities, 
and a few days ago used them for getting 
into a meeting of the electris committee 
in the mayor’s office at a time when other 
citizens and some members of the council 
were excluded.’’ Further, “The Constitn- 
tion cannot even print today the proceed- 
ings of the executive meeting of the elec- 
tric committee held in the mayor's office 
last week, but-_the officials of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company were there 
and know all that transpired.”’ 

The imputation contained in the above 
language is a reflection upon the com- 
mittee as well as the mayor and the offi- 
cers of the railway company. 

I am the only representative of the rail- 
way company who ever yisited the com- 
mittee in executive session. I did so at 
the invitation of the committee and the 
mayor, who was present. I was ques- 
tioned on a technical point and soon left. 

I had no opportunity to see or learn of 
the contents of the report. If it had been 
prepared, I was not informed of it. 

The agitation of The Journal of the 
secrecy maintained by the committee is 
not to be wondered at when it is reflected 
that it has been the custom heretofore 
for the comniittee to submit to Mr. At- 
kinson for his approval or disapproval all 
franchises to be reported by the com- 
mittee, provided they had not been pre- 
viously drawn or drafted by Mr. Atkin- 
son's attorneys. This rule of submitting 
to Mr. Atkinson seemed to apply not only 
to the franchises affecting companies in 
which Mr. Atkinson was interested, but 
also to all franchises affecting the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company. 

It is not a difficult matter to discover 
the close similarity between the editorials 
of Mr. Atkinson’s organ, The Journal, 
and Mr. Atkinson’s talks before the com- 
mittee of council.

Public Roads To Be Worked Un- 
der Direction of Board, 


h COMMUTATION — TAY 


Persons Liable To Work County 
Roads Can Now Relieve Them- 
selves of This Duty by 
Paying the &mall 
Sum ef $2.50. 


At the called meeting of the board of 
county commissicners, held yesterday 
morning, the suggested change in the 
system now in vogue in reference to the 
working of the county roads, was ef- 
fected. The matter was introduced in tne 
nature of a report, submitted by the com- 
mittee on public works, composed of Cap- 
tain Clifford L. Anderson, chairman; For- 
rest Adair and Judge E. B. Rosser. 

The new system, which was recommend- 
ed by the committee and which will go 
into effect immediately, means in effect 
that the working of the county roads wil 
be taken from the jurisdiction of the 
county road commissioners and the roads 
will hereafter be worked under the dli- 
rection of the board. All persons who are 
liable to road duty will be compelled to 
pay a commutation tax of $2.50 per an- 
num. and those failing to pay this amount 
will be required to work the roads five 
days during the year. 

The follawing is, the report in full, the 


adoption of which brought about the 


change: 
Changes Made Yesterday. 

To the Commissioners of Roads and 
Revenue of Fulton County—Your commit- 
tee on public works, to whom was re- 
ferred the matter of preparing rules to 
govern the district work of this county, 
in accordance with the provision of the 
act of 1876, relating to that subject, de- 
sire to recommend tite adoption of the 
following plans and fules to go into effect 
immediately: 

1. The district commissioner of 
militia district of the county must fur- 
nish to the tax collector of the county, 
on or before the first day of February in 
each year, (except for this year, 1901, 
when they shall have until the 15th day 
of February), a list Of all persons resid- 
ing in their district; Who, under the law, 
are liabte for roa@ duty. 

2. The commutgtio@ tax to be paid by 
all persons liabi@etad.zoad duty who de- 
wire to be excised from working the 
roads of their distric®, is fixed at $2.50 per 
annum. which must be paid to the tax 
collector or his duly authorized agent, 
on or before the firgf day of May in each 
year. aide 

°° The tax collector of the county shall 
furnish the district eammissioner of each 
militia district on or pefore the 15th day 
of May in each year with a full and com- 
plete list of all of thé persons in each 
district who have failed to pay the com- 
mutation tax within the time named. 

4. All persons failing to pay the com- 
mutation tax within the time prescribed 
shall be required by the district road com- 
missioners to work the roads in the district 
in which they reside, as may be directesl, 
and each. person’ shall be liable to work 
five days in each year. 

5. The overseers in charge of the work 
in each district may be nominated by the 
district commissioner of that district, and 
the names being approved, they shall be 
appointed by the toard. ‘ 

6. The funds received from commuta- 
tion tax in each district shall be kept 
separate fromthe funds received from 
the othérs. both by the tax collector, in 
making his collections, and by the treas- 
urer of the county, after the same shall 
have been turned over to him, and it shall 
be the duty of the tax eollector to pay 
the funds, collected from this seurce, 
into the hands of the county treasurer 
on or before the first day of June in each 
year. 

7. The commutaticn tax collected from 
each district shall be devoted to work in 
that district, as far as practicable. 

8. The district overseers and the district 
work shall be under the general direction 
ani control of this board. There shall 
be organized and maintained, under the 
direction of the public works committee, 
a repair squad or squads, whose duty it 
shall be to do such work, in connection 
with the district work, as may be direct- 
ed. The expense of maintaining thts 
squad, or these squads, shall be provided 
for out of the funds arising from the col- 
lection of the commutation tax, and 
which shall be apportioned to each dis- 
trict, in proportion to the work done by 
said squads in said districts. 

9, All material and labor for district 
road work shall ‘tbe paid for from the 
funds apportioned to each district, upon 
requisitions drawn by the district com- 
missioners on the county commissioners 
and approved by the chairman of the pub- 
lic works committee. 

10. All funds now in the hands of the 
district road commissioners or the district 
overseers shall be paid into the hands of 
the county treasurer, on or before the 
first day of February, of this year, and 
shall be apportioned by the treasurer to 
districts from which they are derived.

Twelve bids for contemplated improve- 
ments in the various city offices were 
opened yesterday morning in the mayor's 
office by the committee on public build- 
ings and grounds of the city council. 

None of the bids were accepted, as the 
committee is waiting to hear from the 
chamber of commerce as to whether or 
not that body will assist in sharing the 
expense of making the necessary im- 
provements, 

The improvements which are expected 
to be mate will consist of a thorough 
overhauling of the building and the paint- 
ing and papering of nearly all the city 
offices. It was expected that this work 
wecvld cost in the neighborhood of $1,000, 
and the lowest bid received was-for $029. 
This was submitted by the Gate City 
Paint Company. 

The following were the bids received:

“The short crop of 1896-1897 following cn that of 1895-1896, so reduced the visible 
as to bring it up to 769,56! American, while mill stocks reached a very low ebb. In 
the three following years we produced 31,911,250 bales of cctton. At the end of that 
time the visible supply of American was 569,759, thus incontrovertibly showing that the 
mills had absorbed 32,111,052 bales American in three years, or 10,703,651 bales per 
annum. And yet at the end of that period the demand was sufficient to carry prices in 
Liverpool from 3%d in September in 1899 to &%d in August, 1900, and in New York 
from 6% to |0c. I do not quote the ‘cornered’ month which followed. Ccnsidering the 
increase of spindies, it would look as though Mr. Ellison had underestimated the prob- 


able consumption. 

“Considering probable supply and demand, how about prices? Can they be main- 
tained? I suppose no one will doubt that, had the bears had their way last fall and 
started the crep off around 6 to 7 cents, holders, knowing conditions, would have stub- 
bornly fought their way up to the present high level, as they did last season. If such be 
the case, is it not easier for them to maintain prices, especially as but few of the mills 
have low priced cotton, those having to buy will find lexs difficulty in maintaining goods 
at corresponding advance. Certain it is that holders are indisposed to take less than ‘10 
cents for rcund Icts,’ and in my cpinion the mills which first accept this condithi.n will 
get the pick of the lots, leaving the inferior residuum for the belated ones. 

‘‘The season has progressed far enough to show that declines in the contract mar- 
ket have but little effect on spots, The mili which buys contracts on the decline and spots 
on the advanc:, for they cann%t procure the latter on the decline, secures, at the expense 
of the market manipuiator, its cotton at a half to three-quarters cheaper, while giving 
the farmer his own jfrice. 

“TO SUM UP:—With an almost certainty that the demand will exceed the supply: 
with a price already established of from 9% to 10% cents on the spot; with a demand 
which has not flagged since the opening of the season, I fail to see why prices cannot be 
maintained, or carried to an even higher level unless the mills shut down. This they 
will hardly do until ‘fateful’ August has developed a monster crop, for with another short 
crop prices wil] be higher for bpth cotton and goods. 

‘The recent decline in contracts has only emphasized the situation by stopping spot 
transactions, as will be shown in the ‘receipts’ in about ten days.”’
